There was no one requesting to address the Board at this
meeting, so the public comment session was closed.

A motion was made to approve the minutes of the March
17, 2005 meeting of the Board. The motion was seconded
and unanimously passed.

Mr. Tom Fleury, Charman of the Codes and
Standards Committee, reported on the morning meeting of
the Committee. Mr. Fleury reported that issues raised
during the public comment period for proposed regulations
were considered by the Committee. A motion was made to
approve the actions taken by the Committee on these issues
and for the Committee to continue its deliberations on

Mr. Fleury reported on a proposal to add fire protection
inspectors to those fields requiring a certificate of
competence. The Committee recommended such action
and a motion was made to approve certificate of
competence requirements for fire protection inspectors.
The motion was seconded and unanimously passed.

Mr. Fleury reviewed names and backgrounds of individuals
for appointment and reappointment to the Building Code
Academy Advisory Committee recommended by the
Committee. A motion was made to appoint/reappoint these
individuals for four year terms expiring on December, 31,
2008. The motion was seconded and unanimously passed.
A copy of these appointments is attached to and made a
part of these minutes as the Appendix.

Mr. Fleury reported that the Committee recommended
appointment of Mr. Mark Terlep to fill avacant position on
the Amusement Device Technical Advisory Committee for
a four-year term expiring March 31, 2009. A motion was
made to appoint Mr. Terlep. The motion was seconded and
unanimously passed.

Mr. Doug Thomas, Charman of the Community
Development Committee, reported on the morning meeting
of the Committee. Mr. Thomas reported that the
Committee considered provisions for the Enterprise Zone
Program Emergency Regulation presented by Department
staff. A motion was made to adopt the Enterprise Zone
Emergency Regulation recommended by the Committee.
The motion was seconded and unanimously passed. Mr.
Thomas also reported on the Committee recommendation
to file the Notice of Intent for Regulatory Action (NOIRA)
for Virginia Enterprise Zone Grant Program Regulations
that will ultimately replace the emergency regulation. A
motion was made to approve the NOIRA. The motion was
seconded and unanimously passed.
